TV speech at 6 p.m., 
Ford in office Friday 


WASHINGTON (U PIi - President Nixon told Vice President Gerald R Ford 
today that he was resigning the presidency, a White House aide said The President 
will address the nation at 9 p m EDT, presumably to inform all America 
House Democratic Leader Thomas P O’Neill said he had learned that Nixon 
would announce 
he was handing his letter of resignation to Secretary of State 
Henry A Kissinger and Ford would be sworn in as the 38th president of the United 
States Friday afternoon 


It was learned today that the swearing 
in would take place at 6 p m EOT 
Friday. 
Nixon, 
who 
would 
be 
the 
first 
president to resign, called Ford for a 70- 
minute meeting in the Oval Office late in 
the morning to tell the vice president of 
his momentous decision and arrange for 
the orderly transfer of executive power, 
according to a White House aide who 
asked not to be identified. 
Nixon 
will 
meet 
with 
bipartisan 
congressional leaders later in the day 
before going on all major televison and 
radio networks at 9 o’clock. Press 
Secretary Ronald L. Ziegler said in an 
emotional appearance before newsmen 
at the White House 
Deputy press secretary Gerald L. 
Warren said Nixon would appear on 
television as President of the United 
States, apparently discounting the pos­ 
sibility of a resignation before 9 pm. 
Ford canceled a scheduled 11-day trip 
to the western United States and Hawaii 
to support Republican candidates. 
" I ’m aware of the intense interest of 
the 
American 
people 
concerning 
developments over the last two days,” 
Ziegler said, his voice quavering and 
speaking very slowly. "This of course 
has been a very difficult time.” 
Pressure for Nixon’s resignation built 
up following his disclosure Monday of 
materials that showed he attempted to 
thwart an early phase of the FBI 
investigation of the Watergate break-in 
and was told of probable high-level 
involvement by aides in the scandal. 
Nixon conceded this was damaging 
information 
that 
he 
should 
have 
disclosed earlier and said he realized the 
House would surely impeach him. By 
Tuesday, all 10 Republicans who had 
opposed articles of impeachment voted 
by the Judiciary Committee had all 
switched and announced they would vote 
for impeachment. 
Crowds stood behind the large iron 
fence in front of the White House today 
trying to get a glimpse of history. 
Television newsmen standing outside 
the White House trying to broadcast 
were surrounded by people

congressional leaders that his chances 
were dim of escaping conviction by the 
Senate, an aide, who asked not to be 
identified, said that the President now 
concurs with chief advisers that will 
have to resign 
Some advisers were reported urging 
Nixon to wait about a week and allow the 
atmosphere to calm to show that he is 
not being stampeded out of office 
Sen Charles H Percy, R-III , said, " I 
think something will happen today or 
tomorrow ” 
White House Chief of Staff Alexander 
M Haig is among advisers who have 
suggested to Nixon that he quit in the 
aftermath of the President’s disclosure 
that he was aware of the Watergate 
cover-up as far back as late June, 1972 
In Congress, Sen Edward W Brooke, 
R-Mass., introduced a resolution urging 
that Nixon not be prosecuted if he 
resigned Such a resolution would not 
have force of law but Brooke suggested 
it would be a sharing of responsibility by 
Congress with Watergate Prosecutor 
Leon Jaworski who would make the 
decision 
Nixon’s 
chief 
speechwriter, 
Ray 
Price, was directed to prepare a draft of 
Nixon’s resignation speech for delivery 
to the nation 
Some other advisers urged Nixon to 
stay on and see the fight through a 
Senate 
trial. 
But

Goldwater. R Ariz , said Wednesday he 
felt Nixon could now count on only about 
15 Senate votes, whereas he would need 
34 to avoid conviction and removal.

Julie Eisenhower and Tricia 
Cox, were reportedly to have argued 
strenuously against resignation. 
The White House switchboard has 
been jammed for more than 24 hours 
with telephone calls since rumors swept 
the country that Nixon was on the verge 
of resigning Most of the callers begged 
in very emotional 
terms that the 
President not leave office. 
But signs were in place suggesting his 
departure soon from the presidency 
which he twice won, the last tiipe with a 
historic landslide victory.

demolished his administration, was told 
by Republican leaders Wednesday that 
he faced almost certain removal from 
office in an impeachment trial 
As the President appeared to be 
putting the final pieces in place for 
resignation, his two sons-in-law, David 
Eisenhower and Edward Cox, were 
spotted 
making the rounds of the 
Executive Office Building, next door to 
the White House, Wednesday 
A source said they were saying goodby 
to old friends. 


Nixon's daughters, Julie and Tricia, 
and their husbands visited the President 
in his hideaway office in the Executive 
Office Building Wednesday afternoon 
after Cox arrived 
The family gathering appeared to be 
another sign that momentous events 
were about to occur Nixon later strolled 
in the rose garden with Tricia. and the 
family dined together in the White 
House

Wednesday afternoon and summoned 
Senate GOP leader Hugh Scott of 
Pennsylvania, Sen Barry Goldwater. R- 
Anz., and House Republican leader John

The three leaders told Nixon the 
outlook on Capitol 
Hill was "very 
gloomy, 
very 
distressing” 
for 
the 
President’s chances of acquittal in a 
Senate trial Nixon and congressional 
leaders agree that House impeachment 
is a foregone conclusion 


The leaders told Nixon he had only 
about 15 votes against conviction in the 
Senate and perhaps only 10 votes in the 
House against impeachment 


There were unconfirmed broadcast 
reports that Scott passed along to Nixon 
a proposal for a “ sense of Congress” 
resolution to spare the President any 
prosecution for wrongdoing should he 
quit. 


Scott said he expected the situation to 
be resolved “ reasonably soon 
within a 
matter of days ” 


There appeared to be other moves in 
Congress to grant Nixon immunity 
Rep John B Anderson of Illinois, the 
third ranking Republican in the House, 
said ways were being explored for Nixon 
“ to make a graceful exit ”

Reagan to leave state despite 
Reinecke's uncertain status 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - Gov. Ronald 
Reagan announced today he will attend 
a Republican fund raising event in 
Seattle, Wash., on Sunday despite legal 
uncertainties that surround Lt Gov. Ed 
Reinecke. 
During Reagan’s absence, Reinecke, 
convicted of perjury for lying to a 
Senate committee in 1972, will be acting 
governor of California. 
The governor’s office said it was now 
unsure whether Reagan would go ahead 
and keep plans to address a Saturday 
banquet on the Nevada side of Lake 
Tahoe of the Young Republicans Nation­ 
al Federation. 
Reagan’s office had been reviewing 
the governor’s plans to attend the two 
out-of-state functions in the wake of 
legal uncertainties over whether Rei­ 
necke was still legally in office. 
Democratic gubernatorial contender 
Edmund 
Brown 
Jr., 
California 
secretary of state, warned Reagan that 
there was a "strong possibility that the 
office of lieutenant governor already has 
been 
legally 
vacated 
because 
of 
Reinecke’s conviction.” He said it would 
be "very irresponsible” for Reagan to 
keep the out of state plans 
The 
governor’s 
office 
said 
his 
attendance at the annual picnic of the 
Kings 
County 
Republican 
Central 
Committee in Seattle “ will take him out 
of California for a few hours that day.” 
"The governor will be in constant 
communication with the Capitol during 
that time,” the statement said. "Should 
the 
possibility 
of 
any 
potential 
emergency situation arise during that 
time, the governor will return to the 
Capitol immediately to take any actions 
necessary.” 
The announcement added, “ These 
steps are being taken by the governor to 
completely fulfill his responsibilities to 
the 
people 
of 
California, 
without 
cancelling 
a 
long-standing 
com­ 
mitment.” 
Brown 
asserted 
that 
as 
acting 


governor. Reinecke “ may be called 
upon to sign laws and extradition 
documents and in some future year the 
courts may determine his actions were 
invalid because he was not legally in 
office at that time.” 
A spokesman for Reinecke said the 
lieutenant governor had "no comment” 
on Reagan’s decision to leave the state 


While acting governor, Reinecke will 
stay in the Sacramento area. 
The spokesman said Reinecke had not 
been 
warned 
by 
Reagan to avoid 
important decisions, adding 
"I don’t 
think there’s anything important coming 
up 
If something does come up, the 
governor has said he will return to 
California.”

opinions were aired on the area's transit 
future. 


Last night representatives from the 
firm of Wilbur and Smith and Associates 
and residents 
mostly senior citizens 
— discussed what the future might hold 
for Lompoc transit 


Project manager William Sheppard 
explained that his only duty was to find 
out what the people were thinking and 
then to put those thoughts in a report 
that will be ultimately acted upon by the 
Area Planning Council, made up of the 
five 
County 
Supervisors 
and 
one 
representative from each of the five 
cities within the county Lompoc's city 
representative 
is 
Councilman 
Sol 
Lefkowitz, 


Most members of the audience felt 
that it would be a mistake making 


Lompoc 
part 
of 
a 
south county 
transportation district. 
They said there was a traditional 
neglect on the part of the south county 
for the north in various county projects. 
Sheppard 
said 
he 
could 
well 
understand this neglect because he had 
experienced small turnouts in Santa 
Barbara and Carpinteria < two people) in 
two previous nights of transportation 
meetings in those cities 
Consultant Terry Brothers said that 
people who needed the transportation 
the most were the physically and 
economically handicapped The senior 
citizens at the meeting agreed with him, 
emphasizing the need for some kind of 
Dial-A-Ride service in the area 
The question of Vandenberg AFB was 
brought up in regards to the staggered 
working hours there One resident said 
it would be impossible for base workers 
to be induced to travel on buses by 4:30 
a m., even if such a service existed. 
The audience and Sheppard agreed 
any transit system would not pay for 
itself out of the fare-box He said at least 
one source of financing would have to be 
either a sales or property tax 
Another meeting is scheduled in mid- 
September and a partial analysis of the 
city ’s needs will be made at that time.

WASHINGTON (U PI) — As President 
Nixon apparently prepared to turn over 
the presidency to Gerald R Ford, some 
members of Congress moved today to 
try to shield Nixon from Watergate 
prosecution after leaving office 
Senate 
Democratic 
Leader 
Mike 
Mansfield, who had suggested a Senate 
trial even in event of resignation, 
quickly opposed any immunity expres­ 
sion —even though it would have no 
force of law Several otther Democratic 
leaders also opposed it. 
Sen Edward W Brooke,R-Mass., first 
Republican senator to suggest Nixon's 
resignation 
introduced 
a 
sense 
of 
Congress resolution that would have the 
effect of urging Watergate Prosecutor 
Leon Jaworski as well as attorneys at 
federal, state and local levels not to 
prosecute Nixon. 
Brooke said several senators and 
congressmen had indicated support for 
the move —which he characterized as an 
“ act of statesmanship” —but conceded 
it drew some opposition among those he 
contacted 
Mansfield said it would raise “ a grave 
constitutional question of the separation 
of 
powers” 
Assistant 
Democratic 
leader Robert C. Byrd Jr., D-W. Va , 
said it would “ set a bad precedent.” 
Sen. Frank Moss, D-Utah, said it 
looked like "an incentive ... to induce 
the President to resign ." And Sen. 
Charles H, Percy, R-Ill., said it was 
premature and should not be “ a part of 
the President’s decision ” 
Brooke said that the Senate wanted to 
“ see what kind of resignation we get.” 
He said that he wanted "resignation 
with confession." 
In the House, Republican Leader John 
J. Rhodes said he would not push such h 
resolution. He noted it would carry no 
legal weight, athough he said there 
might be some "moral reasons" for 
some congressmen to support it. 


Talks resume on 
Cyprus situation 


United Press International 
Britain, Turkey and Greece went back 
to the Geneva conference table today, 
attempting to shore up the shaky Cyprus 
cease-fire and work out a political 
settlement in the face of daily Turkish 
defiance of the truce. 
Foreign 
ministers 
of 
the 
three 
countries called an evening meeting in 
Geneva’s Palais des Nations to work out 
ways to enforce the nine-day-old cease­ 
fire and discuss a new constitution for 
the island. 
In Ankara, Turkey said it would 
propose plans to divide Cyprus into 
autonomous 
regions 
governed 
separately by the island’s majority of 
Greek origin and minority of Turkish 
background 
Turkish forces on Cyprus kept up a 
westward push from the port of Kyrema 
today, extending their beachhead 12 
miles west of the key town They were 
only two miles from controlling the 
western approaches to Nicosia 
The fighting on the one-time resort 
island represented the ninth consecutive 
day of violations of the truce, which was 
signed July 30 in Geneva by Britain, 
Greece and Turkey 
Envoys from London, Athens and 
Ankara set up today’s meeting in 
Geneva after signing a declaration last 
week imposing a standstill truce and 
providing creation of U N buffer zones 
to keep the peace. 


Planners OK Lilley lot split near mission 


The County 
Planning Commission 
gave approval Wednesday to a lot split 
of a 78 5 acre agricultural property 
south of La Purisima Mission near 
Lompoc in an area where pressures 
have been building to prevent possible 
urban encroachment 


In return for the lot split on the land 
which attorney Lawrence Grossman 
said is owned in joint tenancy by Robert 
C. Lilley and his mother, the applicants 
have agreed to place the entire acreage 
in an agricultural preserve, and to have 
the two parcels rezoned to 40-acre 
limited agricultural classification to 
prevent further lot splits 


These concessions resulted in a 6-1 
vote favoring the lot split, as Lilley, a 
member of the commission, stepped 
down into the audience and abstained 
from voting Lone opposition vote came 
from Commissioner Bendy White, who 
has opposed other lot split requests in 
the Mission area 


The proposal was for splitting to 
create parcels of 66 48 and 12 0f> acres 
Lilley has a home on the smaller parcel 
and "this will give him title to his own 
property,’ Grossman explained later 
Present zoning allows the property to 
be divided 
into one and five acre 
building sites, Grossman pointed out, 
showing that the more restrictive zoning 
voluntarily 
sought 
will 
keep 
down 
density in the Mission agricultural area 
The County Agricultural Preserve 
Committee has been awaiting planning 
action on the lot split request before 
processing 
the 
Lilley 
preserve 
application, it was stated 
Grossman 
declared 
he 
felt 
the 
compromise placed the Lilley request 
“ in harmony” with objectors who said 
they felt lot splits in the area were 
jeopardizing 
continued 
use 
of 
agricultural land 
Opposing 
the 
request 
were John 
Bullock, of D>mt>oe. Robert Cottam, 
executive director, Citizens Planning 


Assn of the county; and John Hartman, 
Vandenberg Village 
They pointed to two previous actions 
of the commission in turning down lot 
split requests in the area, and urged 
denial of the Lilley request 
The Lilley property is located east of 
the State Highway 246 Purisima Rd 
intersection

Lawmen probe gun, bomb caper 
as shot S.M. officer recovers

Authorities 
today 
were 
attempting 
to 
unravel 
the 
tangled web of circumstances 
that erupted into gunfire in a 
Santa Maria lawyer’s office 
yesterday, leaving one man 
critically wounded and a Santa 
Maria policeman shot in the 
shoulder. 
Harvey Roberts, 60, of 607 W. 
Sunset St., Santa Maria, was in 
the intensive care unit of 
Marian Hospital today with 
bullet wounds in his chest and 
abdomen 
A 
hospital 
spokesman said Roberts also 
had 
internal 
injuries. 
The 
spokesman said the man was in 
critical condition and “ could go 
either way.” 
Santa 
Maria 
motorcycle 
officer Daniel Shiner, 28, was 
reported in good condition with 
a bullet wound in the top of his 
left shoulder. 
The shootings climaxed a 
nightmarish few minutes that 
began at 11:40 a.m., when a 
woman called the Santa Maria 
Police Department to report a 
man with a gun was terrorizing 
occupants of a lawyer’s office 
at 619 S. Broadway. 
Shiner and fellow officer Bill 
Ryle 
responded 
and 
found 
Roberts armed with a .45 
caliber automatic hand gun. 


The shooting erupted seconds 
after Shiner appeared in the 
doorway 
of 
lawyer 
Buddy 
Jacqu ith 's 
office 
and 
commanded 
Roberts 
to 
“ Freeze ” 
In an exchange of gunfire, 
Roberts 
fell 
to the floor, 
dropping his weapon. 
Shiner 
was 
knocked 
backward by a slug in his 
shoulder, but he managed to 
get off a couple more rounds 
from his service revolver as 
Roberts 
struggled 
to 
gain 
possession of his weapon again. 
At this point, Jacquith who 
had been bound to a chair 
managed 
to 
free 
himself 
sufficiently to move where he 
could step on Roberts hand and 
prevent him from gaining the 
weapon. 
Jacquith said today that he 
had been representing Roberts 
in a dissolution of his marriage 
which had been filed by his 
wife, Louise 
Jacquith said 
Roberts came into his office 
yesterday, armed with the .45 
and carrying a cardboard box 
that contained a four-inch long 
piece of pipe that his client said 


was a bomb, a gas mask and a 
radio 
transmitter. 
Jacquith 
said Roberts herded him and 
his 
legal 
secretary 
Sharon 
Falsetti into an inner office 
where he told them to call his 
estranged wife. 
However, another secretary 
Edna Martinez came into an 
outer office from running an 
errand and was able to escape 
and sound the alarm. “ Edna 
really 
saved 
our 
goose,” 
Jacquith said. “ He was ready 
for a siege. He had that gas 
mask and the gun and enough of 
those plastic hand restraints 
for at least 10 people.” 


Jacquith said he tried to 
reason with Roberts to no 
avail. He said Roberts said the 
radio would enable him to 
detonate some bombs that he 
had placed elsewhere in the 
city, Jacquith said he believed 
Roberts could do that because 
he is an electronics technician. 
And Air Force bomb expert 
today said the pipe contained 
one quarter pound of smokeless 
black powder that could have 
been detonated.

Rains dampen dry Midwest 
but 'too little, too late'

Rains finally came to the 
drought-parched Midwest Wed 
nesday, but farmers, many 
already 
wiped out 
by 
the 
drought, were not heartened by 
the showers. 
Why did it wait so long?" 
asked one Kansas farmer. “ I ’d 
have got down on my knees and 
thanked- God for even a few 
drops of rain two weeks ago. 
But today, all it’s good for is 
making mud.” 
The thirsty land drank up the 
scattered rainfall, but for the 
crops, it was too late 
The 
drought 
already 
has 
caused $10 billion in losses. And 
experts say that unless more 
substantial rainfalls are forth­ 
coming, there will be greater 
losses. 
Bobby Gruben stood under 
the eaves of his barn in Rotan, 
Tex , Wednesday as the rain 
made puddles in his cotton 
fields and turned the dust-dry 
soil to red mud. But he wasn't 
smiling. 
The light rains Tuesday and 
Wednesday were the first to 


dampen the area since mid 
June, and the area has only had 
about four inches since last 
October. 
i t ’s the same old story —a 
matter of too little, too late,” 
Gruben said. “ Our fields are 
dead —or pretty near it. If my 
neighbors and I harvest 15 to 20 
per cent of the total amount of 
cotton we harvested last year, 
we’ll be doing pretty darn 
good.” 
A single flower, purple-red in 
the blazing sun, tells the story 
of the midlands' worst drought 
since the Dust Bowl Days of the 
1930s. 
In Texas’ cotton fields, they 
call it "the funeral flower.” 
"When you see the funeral 
flower out, you know you've 
had it,” said Ronnie McNutt, 
the Childress County, Tex., 
agricultural agent. 
Cotton plants are dying in the 
fields and those that survive 
bear 
the 
single 
purple-red 
bloom at the top of the stalk — 
a telltale sign of poor produc­ 
tion. 
Donald Coker, a Roby, Tex , 


farmer, said his cotton, planted 
in May, normally would be 
about 
three 
feet 
high 
by 
August. Today, most stand less 
than four inches high 
McNutt said the rain also 
was too late to save food grain 
crops, but he had a single word 
of optimism. 
"With what we’ve had for the 
past couple days, we can still 
make a hay crop by next fall — 
if we get some more rain,” he 
said.

The spokesman tried to play 
down the significance of the 
absence, saying only a little 
more than one per cent of the 
ship’s 4,200-man crew missed 
the sailing, a legal offense in 
the Navy. 
Navy sources said the mili­

organized walkout from the 
ship. The sources said sailors 
on trial insisted they acted on 
their own. 
A Navy spokesman said 24 of 
the 41 courts-martial already 
have been completed.

Witnesses arrayed against 
Connally in milk scandal 


WASHINGTON (U P I) 
The Watergate Special Prosecution 
Force has obtained at least three key witnesses 
the source of the 
cash and two middlemen 
for use in the $10,000 bribery case 
against former Treasury Secretary John B. Connally Jr. 
Jake Jacobsen, former lawyer for the Associated Milk 
Producers, Inc., pleaded guilty Wednesday to one count of making 
a bribe to Connally Jacobsen confessed he made two $5,000 
payments in 1971 to Connally, his long time Texas associate. 
One week earlier, Harold S. Nelson, former AMPI general 
manager, pleaded guilty to one count of conspiracy to make an 
illegal payment to a public official. 
Nelson confessed that he conspired to get $10,000 in AMPI funds 
for Jacobsen to give to Connally. 
Bob A Lilly, who was Nelson's assistant, received immunity 
from prosecution lor his cooperation. Nelson’s indictment 
charged that he authorized Lilly to give Jacobsen the $10,000 
In exchange for the cooperation of Jacobsen, who was White 
House legislative counsel in the Johnson administration, the 
prosecutors agreed to drop other charges against him, including a 
seven count federal indictment in San Angelo, Tex 
That charge, handed down in February, involved alleged misuse 
by Jacobsen and an associate, Ray Cowan, of an $825,000 loan 
from the First Savings and Ixian Association in San Angelo 
Jacobsen faces a maximum penalty of two years in prison and a 
$10,000 fine

From Anne Proctor com e several easy to prepare 
dishes which she and her husband Vaughn enjoy. The 
recipe for her vegetable souffle, she observes, takes 
longer to write than to make. She finds it very 
satisfying, and inexpensive. 


Vegetable Souffle 


1 can condensed cream of vegetable soup, undiluted 
I cup shredded cheddar cheese 
Mi tsp dry mustard 
V* tsp dill weed (optional) 
6 eggs, separated 
Vk tsp. cream of tartar 


Heat oven to 350 degrees. Butter an eight 
cup 
souffle dish or two quart casserole. Make four inch 
band of aluminum foil two inches longer than 
circum ference of dish Butter dish and the extended 
foil. 
Combine soup, cheese and seasonings in sm all pan, 
heating until cheese is melted Remove from heat. 


Beat eggs whites and cream of tartar. Beat egg 
yolks separately. Pour yolks into cheese mixture, 
then fold in beaten whites. Bake 50-60 minutes or until 
an inserted knife com es out clean. 


“ Onion lovers delight” is the name given a second 
casserole made by Anne Only a salad is needed to 
complete the m eal and the dish is easy to prepare. 


Texas Hash 


1 lb. ground beef 
3 large onions, chopped 
1 large green pepper, chopped 
1 lb can of tomatoes 
l/k cup uncooked rice 
1-2 tsps. chili powder 
2 tsp salt 
Vk tsp pepper 


Heat oven to 350 degrees. In large skillet, cook and 
stir ground beef until light brown. Drain off fat. Add 
onions and green pepper; cook and stir until tender. 


Stir in tom atoes, rice, chili powder, salt and pepper 
until heated through. Pour into greased two quart 
casserole; cover and bake one hour. 


Occasionally, says Anne, the following dish is good 
for that desire for something different. 


Hot Dog Casserole 


1 pkg. instant mashed potato puffs 
Mi cup sweet pickle relish 
2 tbsp mayonnaise 
1 tbsp prepared mustard 
4-6 frankfurters 


Heat oven to 350 degrees. Prepare potato puffs for 
four servings as direction package. Stir in pickle 
relish, mayonnaise, onion and mustard. Spoon into 
ungreased one quart casserole. 
Cut each frankfurter lengthwise in half, then cut 
crosswise in half. Insert frankfurter pieces upright 
around edge of mashed potatoes and bake uncovered 
25-30 minutes. 


A dessert favorite with the Proctors is a tapioca 
cream, very fluffy and cream y. The pudding thickens 
as it chills. 


Tapioca Cream 


2 egg yolks, slightly beaten 
2 cups milk 
2 tbsp sugar 
2 tbsp. quick-cooking tapioca 
Mi tsp salt

state of California seeking to 
halt construction of two high- 
rise hotels on the Nevada side

Roger Foley set the hearing to

construction

casinos until the case is settled 
The Tahoe Regional Planning 
Agency (TRPA) is named a 
defendant in the suit, along 
with Ted Jennings, who wants 
to build the 10-story Tahoe 
Palace, and Oliver Kahle, who 
is seeking to develop the seven- 
story Hotel Oliver. 
The suit filed Wednesday is 
asking for a ruling on a TRPA 
vote on whether construction of 
the hotels should be allowed to 
proceed 
The agency’s five-member 
California 
delegation 
unani­ 
mously voted to oppose the 
construction 
while 
Nevada 
members split 3-2 in favor of 
the 
projects. 
An 
impasse 
between the two states clears 
the way for the two hotels, 
according to agency’s rules. 
California Attorney General 
Evelle J. Younger said the suit 
is necessary because of the 
impact the two developments 
would have on Lake Tahoe’s 
environment. 
“ It is clear they would 
adversely affect environmental 
quality in California,” he said. 
“ However, this action should 
not be construed as an attempt 
to harass Nevada gambling, or 
even the placement of casinos 
in Nevada. We believe that it’s 
in the interest of both states 
and the (Tahoe) community 
that these high-rises not be 
built,” he said. 
The suit contends the agency, 
in granting approval by de­ 
fault, is misinterpreting the 
two-state compact which estab­ 
lished the agency to control 
development in the area. It

The fight, which broke out with one out in the last of the 
ninth, was triggered by a collision at second base between 
the Dodgers’ Bill Buckner and the Reds’ Joe Morgan. 
Before it,was over, Reds’ leftfielder Pete Rose was the man 
in the middle. 


Buckner and Morgan squared off at second when the 
Dodger outfielder went into the base hard after being forced 
by Jim Wynn in the ninth The fight emptied both benches 
and Rose, no stranger to baseball brawls, ran in from his 
outfield position and began tangling with utility infielder 
Rick Auerbach 


Rose, whose fiery competitiveness makes him the 
favorite target of the opposition, fell to the ground in the 
commotion and was attacked by a horde of Dodger players

NEW YORK -(N EA ) - He 
had the makings of a coach’s 
dream. He was strong and 
fast and dexterous and cer­ 
tainly quickwitted. 
If you 
look at some of the old pic­ 
tures of him, pictures that 
show both his profile and his 
face front, you see he was a 
clean-cut-looking chap. He 
had 
n e a t l y 
t ri mm ed 
sideburns, was clean shaven, 
and he wouldn't be an embar­ 
rassment on a road trip be­ 
cause he would wear tie and 
suit. 
A rare photo of him on the 
Martinsville, Ind., town team, 
in the spring of 1924, shows 
that he also looked spiffy in a 
E 
in-striped baseball uniform; 
is peaked cap had a jaunty 
cock to it, revealing a 
youthful zeal, a kind of run- 
through-the-wall-for-you 
quality that coaches usually 
like. 
“ He was a good all-around 
ballplayer. He was a good 
batter, good fielder and fast 
— he could steal anything, 
recalled his brother-in-law, 
Emmett Hancock. 
He was 5-7Mg weighed a 
lithe 150 pounds and a 
biographer believes that he 
may have been fascinated by 
the careers of both Ty Cobb 
and Babe Ruth. 
Cobb, whom he mav have 
identified with closer than 
R u th b e c a u s e of the 
resemblance in physical 
build, was a daring competi­ 
tor, in a rough-and-ready 
era. 
Possibly, though, he also 
identified with Ruth, for both 
had some troubles with the 
law. Both were sent to re­ 
formatories. Ruth was even 
termed “ incorrigible," but of 
course we know he was not. 
The fellow we are talking 
about now began to dis­ 
tinguish himself on the re­ 
formatory baseball team, as 
a second baseman. Strangely, 
Ruth did the same at St. 
M a ry ’s and was finally 
allowed to pursue a profes­ 
sional baseball career. 
The governor of Indiana, 
then a man named Harry 
Leslie, had seen our fellow 
play ball in the reformatory’s 
yard and remarked: “That 
kid ought to be playing major 
league baseball." 
He overheard the comment 
and used it to get self 
tran sferred to another 
prison, in Michigan City. Sup­ 
posedly, it was because that 
prison had a better ball club. 
However, he was more con­ 
cerned with being among 
men he could better learn his 
trade from, such as Three- 
Fingered Jack Hamilton (no 
relation to Three-Fingered 
Mordecai Brown of the 
Chicago Cubs).

His career 
was short but meteoric, like 
Pistol Pete Reiser’s. 
On July 22, 1934, at the 
young age of 32, our fellow, 
bankrobber John Dillinger, 
was gunned down by FBI 
men in Chicago.

Controversy still exists over rent

California lawmakers, some 
renters themselves, are em­ 
broiled in a controversy over 
legislation 
to 
overhaul 
the 
state’s 
100-year-old 
feudally 
based landlord-tenant laws. 
At stake are what the more 
than 
7.5 
million 
California 
renters can expect from their 
landlords and how both can 
settle 
the 
bitter 
squabbles 
which often pop up between 
them. 
The 
latest 
battlefield 
between tenants and landlords 
is the Assembly and Senate 
Judiciary Committees where 
rival bills are lodged. 
It is a classic confrontation 
with renter groups arrayed 
behind one measure and a 
phalanx of apartment owner 
organizations pushing another. 
The 
landlord-backed 
bill 
(SB 1288) is authored by Senate 
Republican 
leader 
George 
Deukmejian of Long Beach 
It has passed the Senate and 
is in the Assembly Judiciary 
Committee, whose chairman, 
Assemblyman Charles Warren, 
D-Los Angeles, is carrying the 
rival bill (AB1202) backed by 
renter groups. 
Warren’s bill has cleared the 
Assembly and is in the Senate 
Judiciary Committee. 
Both 
W a r r e n 
and 
Deukmejian face difficult tasks 
in winning the approval of the 
respective committees. But the 
bills must pass the legislature 
by the end of this month or 
there 
will 
be 
no measure 


enacted until at least 1976. 
The state’s current landlord- 
tenant law is based on common 
law principles harking back to 
the 
feudal 
era 
when 
the 
emphasis was on the land 
rather 
than 
the 
structure 
housing the renters. 
Noting this foundation, an 
analysis of both bills by the 
consultant to the Senate Judici­ 
ary 
Committee 
said 
the 
“ fundamental doctrines” of the 
current law are “ generally 
considered 
inappropriate 
to 
modern urban conditions and 
inexpressive of the interests of 
the parties and the public 
which the law must protect. " 


Both measures are aimed at 
conforming state law to a 
recent court decision requiring 
a landlord to comply with all 
housing 
code 
requirements 
which materially affect health 
and safety. 


Other 
features 
of 
the 
complex measures include: 


—A ban on rental agreements 
in which a tenant waives his 
legal rights. Deukmejian’s bill, 
however, provides for certain 
exceptions 
to 
the 
ban. 
Currently 
many 
landlords 
require tenants to waive many 
of their rights as renters. 
—A ban on nonrefundable 


security and cleaning deposits 
is contained in Warren's bill, 
but there is no such prohibition 
in Deukmejian’s. Warren s li­ 
mits the deposits to 1.5 months 
rent while the rival measure 
says they should be reasonable. 
—Expansion of the right of 
renters to withhold rent to 
make 
repairs 
the 
landlord 
refuses to do. Deukmejian s 
limits the amounts to one 
month’s rent and permits the 
tenant to exercise the provision 
once a year. 


Warren permits it to be 
used once every six months and 
limits it to $150 or one month’s 
rent, whichever is larger.

ban 
against retaliatory evictions 
Warren’s proposal bans such 
actions outright when they are 
taken because of renter com­ 
plaints to government agencies 
or for tenant union activity. 
Deukmejian’s increases from 
60 to 120 days the period after 
which a renter may be evicted 
following a complaint.

bars tenants 60 years of age or 
older 
from

evicted 
without cause" if the renter

years, 
Deukm ejian’s 
proposal contains no such ban. 


Both measures also revise 
the law concerning lawsuits 
and other disputes between a 
tenant and landlord.

courts have 
stated.” 
The senator said his measure 
takes a “ fair and objective 
approach." 
It also specifically describes 
what constitutes a “ habitable” 
dwelling.

Famous movie house 
closing its doors 


ATLANTA (UPI 
- The Fox Theater, a once glittering 
monstrosity that is one of America’s last paiace-like movie 
houses, is scheduled to be demolished and the people of Atlanta 
don't like it one bit 
"The Fox is a showplace in the Roxy' style, theaters which 
were built in the twenties and were a phenomenon," says theater 
manager Mike Spirtos. “ The other ones have all been torn down 
and there just won’t be any left.” 
The owners of the theater announced a month ago that it was no 
longer “ economically feasible” to operate the Fox and said they 
planned to sell the building to Southern Bell Telephone Co as the 
site for a new high-rise headquarters 
Almost immediately, a “ Save the Fox” movement was 
launched to find an alternative to the destruction of the huge, 
ornate theater that is supposedly a replica of the At Hambra in 
Granada, Spam 
Organizers of the movement have collected the signatures of 
11.000 persons who say the 45 year-old palace should not be tom 
down, and all manner of public officials plus actress Helen Hayes 
have added their support 
Zeal for the movement is running high enough now that almost 
2.000 persons turned out Monday for a "Save the Fox” rally at the 
theater, and let out a hearty cheer for an Atlanta real estate man 
who said he would make an effort to buy the building and turn it 
into a music hail 
"W e’re not Santa Claus, we’re businessmen," developer Harry 
Aviron said. “ We're prepared to buy the Fox Theater and we re 
going to pay what it takes." 


Reportedly, Southern Bell is willing to pay $5 5 million for the 
choice piece of property just north of downtown Atlanta 
Before Aviron, sounding like an evangelist, took the micro­ 
phone, dozens of officials and citizens told the boisterous crowd 
about efforts to save the building 
“ The Fox is an endangered species,” said Georgia Tech 
architecture professor Frank Beckum. “ 1 think we all agree that 
they don’t build them like this anymore. The Fox is extremely 
significant as an architectural masterpiece as well as a socio­ 
cultural document “ 


The theater, built between 1926 and 1929. has a seating capacity 
of 4,000 and beneath its 135-foot wide stage are five floors of 
dressing rooms, cavernous storage areas, practice rooms and 
another auditorium and banquet room

In the closed circle around the 
President there seems 
little or no 
understanding of the public mood As so 
often, White House tactics are self- 
defeating 
The President's couse I, James St 
Clair, 
in 
responding to 
the 
8-to-0 
Supreme Court decision, spoke of how 
monitoring the 64 tapes and readying 
them for the grand jury would be “ time 
consuming ” It is fair to ask why these 
steps were not taken long before in 
preparation of just this eventuality 
The grim ordeal of impeachment still 
has months to go and that raises the 
question of how the House handles the 
case 
If the articles of impeachment 
come to the floor with a rule permitting 
amendments, debate can go on for far 
more than the 60 to too hours which is the 
outside estimate 
That will be true 
particularly if television in the House 
encourages 
grandstanding 
for 
constituents back in the districts. 
The 
truly 
grim 
prospect 
is the 
appalling length of time the process will 
take under the best of circumstances. 
From those anticipating a vote of 
impeachment in the House and trying to 
make the essential plans, here is a 
probable timetable 
Short of stalling tactics, the House 
will meet the announced deadline and 
vote on August 23. The Senate will then 
go immediately into executive session to 
confirm the housekeeping details. This 
included seating of visitors and press, 
the requirements of television and other 
matters 
governing 
the 
trial 
of 
a 
president of only the second time in 
history 
Most important in the closed session 
will be the vote on the time granted the 
President 
to 
prepare 
his 
defense 
Majority Leader Mike Mansfield puts 
this at a maximum of three weeks. 
Minority Leader Hugh Scott believes it 
will be not less than four weeks. 
With that out of the way, the Senate in 
open televised session will hear the 
House managers, the term in the 
Constitution for the Representatives 
who will in effect be prosecutors, to 
present the formal charges. That will 
take perhaps a full day. 
After an over-Labor Day recess the 
Senate comes back to normal business 
until both prosecution and defense have 
completed their respective cases. This 
means start of the actual trial on 
October 1 Optimists. Mansfield among 
them, say a vote can come as early as 
November 15 This allows for a three- 
day recess for the November 5 election 
the pessimists, of whom Scott is one, 
are convinced the final vote on acquittal 
or conviction will be December 15 or 
later 
Hints are coming from White House 
strategists that if the vote comes after 
the election, the President’s chances of 
acquittal are good Senators defeated or 
Republicans newly elected for a six-year 
term would feel free to vote their party 
loyalty 
and 
free 
the 
beleaguered 
President 
Thus the President’s neck might be 
saved so he could complete his term, 
thanks to two or three votes beyond the 
one-third required for acquittal But the 
wholly cynical tactic of prolonging the 
ordeal, .perhaps even into 1975, will 
com plete 
the 
distrust 
and 
disillusionment with all institutions of 
government That is an intolerable price 
for keeping a crippled chief executive in 
office. 
Those who must conduct the business 
of the trial which now seems inevitable 
speak of it with dread and something 
like horror. It is a nightmare they had 
never contemplated 
But 
they 
are 
honorable men and they mean to go 
through 
with 
their 
constitutional 
responsibilities to the bitter end

Swan Song 


With Monday’s revelations that he did 
indeed direct the Watergate coverup and 
thus engaged in an obstruction of justice, 
Richard Nixon effectively ended whatever 
defense he may still have had up his sleeve 
to prevent his impeachment. His political 
swan song is at hand. 
His options are severely limited as a 
result of Monday’s action. No more can he 
hope for a vote of immunity from Congress 
in 
exchange 
for 
resignation. 
And 
resignation in any form would leave him 
open for prosecution, as a citizen, for the 
same crimes he would otherwise have 
been tried for by the Senate, but as a 
President. Impeachment holds little more, 
or less, as it would effectively strip him of 
all benefits he has accrued over the years 
he has spent in politics, and he needs those 
monies to help pay back taxes. Finally, he 
has flatly rejected the 25th Amendment as 
a solution to his dilemma. So what must he 
be thinking? He is cornered with his 
transgressions and subterfuge and he 
knows it, even if he cannot yet accept it. 
He must also be a very bitter man, 
having watched as his Presidency has been 


rent asunder by the unchecked appetite for 
power displayed by those who worked for 
him, and ultimately by Nixon himself. He 
has seriously 
misread 
the American 
public, and their elected representatives in 
Congress. What was originally passed off 
by the Administration as a petty burglary 
attempt by some over-zealous supporters 
of the President has turned out to be but 
the tip of an iceberg of political corruption 
such as the United States has never seen 
before, and all his prior protestations to 
the contrary, Richard Nixon has now 
admitted he was at the bottom of it. 
Most 
Americans 
are 
no 
longer 
surprised by what went down prior to the 
1972 presidential election in the way of 
dirty 
politics and subversion of the 
electoral process. But lest one forget, the 
transcripts released Monday which so 
irrevocably put the President of the United 
States on the far side of the law were 
edited and released by Nixon himself. 
What crimes still remain behind the veil of 
secrecy can only be a matter of conjecture 
at this point, and, because politics are such 
as they are, it may remain so.

The proprietor of 
one all-night 
market, however, tells me he has no 
shortage 
of 
pennies: 
his 
clientele 
particularly in the daytime includes a 
sprinkling of small fry who pay for 
candy and soft drinks with pennies. 
Supermarket checkers usually ask 
patrons if they have any pennies 
One day while waiting in the checkout 
line at Safeway I overheard one checker 
ask another for some pennies and the 
other checker handed her five How’s 
that for being close to the line9 
I ’m told it’s all because of an increase 
in the value of copper The amount of 
copper that goes into a one cent piece is 
approaching one cent Something has to 
give somewhere. 


The 
complexity 
of 
educational 
financing was amply illustrated this 
week in the revelation that Lompoc 
Unified School District will lose $124.374 
in revenue despite an increase of $8 5 
million in assessed valuation A cover 
letter by Joseph ( arlin. district business 
manager, accompanying the 
1974-75 
budget notes: The increase in assessed 
valuation reduces income from state 
apportionments $337,400 and increases 
from district taxes by $216,060 if the 


same $3 85 per $100 tax rate is used.’’ Of 
course the district cut 50 cents off that 
proposed rate so the net loss in income 
will vary a small amount 


Gail Steiger was absent from her post 
of school trustee this week, but she told 
Richard K. Jacoby that it might be a 
good idea for the board to have a policy 
on policy, namely if I can interpret, to 
make it clear how you go about offering 
a change in policy The proposal t**.kes 
on added meaning 
because of the 
question raised by Lompoc Federation 
of 
Teachers 
on 
district 
hiring 
procedures. LFT argued that the district 
should 
have 
ad vertised 
an 
administrative dean vacancy that was 
finally filled by administrative action 
Actually the school board has no policy 
on procedures for filling vacancies, a 
fact that will be corrected soon Supt 
Glen Wegner has announced he will have 
a recommended procedure ready for 
board consideration in the near future. 
Norman Larson, president of LFT, has 
said it was difficult to raise the question 
of advertising 
vacancies 
when the 
district s 
grievance 
forms 
asked 
initially what policy teachers thought 
was being violated 
He said it was 
difficult to answer the question under 
the circumstances. 


Joseph Carlin, school district business 
manager, went to some length to answer 
the questions of trustee Richard K 
Jacoby on an auction for obsolete school 
equipment Jacoby speculated it might 
be wise to have some items go to the 
auction block tagged with a minimum 
price to preclude something going for a 
ridiculous price Carlin assured Jacoby 
that the staff had taken and was using 
aU items that had any value for the 
district Then to clinch his argument. 
Carlin declared: “This is a junk sale " 
For his part. Supt Glen Wegner noted 
that all the proceeds from the auction 
had to be turned over to the state and he 
concluded 
in effect, we’ve alreadv 
spent district money helping the state 
collect money for its equipment ” He 


referred to the telephone calls made to 
distant points in a vain effort to sell 
some of the equipment. 


Tonight, and news of it may have been 
missed by most, there'll be a public 
hearing in Santa Barbara on proposals 
for the annexation of the Channel 
Islands to the county’s community 
colleges. The parameters of the issue 
were not immediately clear, but Allan 
Hancock College, according to Walter 


Conrad, 
Hancock president, could 
acquire about $1 million in assessed 
valuation, and whatever tax revenue 
that would bring The question would 
take about a year or more to resolve at 
best 
Conrad 
says the question of 
bringing the islands into the fold of a 
community college district came about 
after state law said all areas in the state 
must be in one district or another 


Periodically for the past two or three 
years there have been rumbles that Glen 
Wegner would retire soon from his post 
as school superintendent Last Tuesday 
the question arose again in an oblique 
way. In words of caution to his fellow 
trustees, Richard K Jacoby said the 
district board might be wise to hold on 
to some of the $1.9 million that came to 
the district recently on a court ruling, 
because the district will have some 
expenses in advertising for a new 
superintendent 
This reporter got to 
Wegner immediately at close of the 
regular school board meeting and he got 
this 
response 
“ Maybe 
they'll 
be 
embarrassed ” As he said it, Wegner 
nodded his head toward members of the 
school board who were preparing to 
depart 
I interpreted his remark to 
mean that he might not retire as soon 
as some of the trustees thought he 
might Wegner conceded that there had 
been no public announcement on the 
question 
It would be this reporter’s 
opinion that Wegner will retire If that 
happens it would have to be before the 
district's 1975-76 budget is formulated to 
fit in with Jacoby s remark 


(Juite apart from Watergate this has 
been, in manv wavs, a disastrous 
Administration We got to 
thinking 
about it because of an anniversary Five 
years ago (Aug 8, 19691 Mr Nixon, on 
nationwide television proposed a radical 
reform, a family assistance plan (FAPi 
which would put a $1600 floor under the 
income of a family of four It was the 
brainchild of Leprechaun Pat Moymhan 
when the president was going through 
his Disreali phase 
Mr Nixon squeaked into office by an 
eyelash 
and 
needed 
something. ’ 
Moymhan wrote later "to distinguish his 
administration 
from 
that 
of 
his 
predecessors 
So he set out on welfare 
reform and called the existing system, 
“ a consuming, monstrous, 
inhuman 
outrage ” This column was delighted 
So what happened ’ We still have the 
old system The nation is approaching 
serious 
unemployment, 
and 
an 
improved welfare system might well 
help avert social disorder But we are 
stuck with the original ■“mess.“ as Mr 
Nixon called it. He lost interest in 
reform After twice passing the House 
the bill required a compromise in the 
Senate, and White House pressure Not a 
single Republican in the Senate Finance 
Committee voted for it But Mr Nixon 
rejected the compromise worked out by 
his then HEW secretary Richardson By 
then 
he 
was 
out 
to 
prove 
that 
M c G o v e r n ’s 
$1000-a person 
“ demogrant' was idealistic claptrap, 
and how could he prove that when he 
was pushing a radical proposal of his 
own9 
FAP 
faded 
away, 
Moynihan 
disappeared off into India. 
In a lot of ways that's the story of this 
weathervane 
administration, 
quite 
apart from Watergate One exception, 
perhaps, is foreign affairs, but we have 
jaundiced views on that, too America 
wanted to get out of Vietnam without 
admitting that it had made a mistake in 
getting in. So Mr 
Nixon created a 
“ moral victory” (after losing 20,000 
more lives», and proved that it was a 
genuine victory by getting our prisoners 
back What a victory. And Kissinger got 
a Nobel prize. 
The 
Administration 
improved 
relations with Peking and Moscow, 
which was fine. Our hunch is that if a 
Democrat had tried the same thing Mr 
Nixon would have been at his throat, but 
so what? This is one place where 
inconsistency paid off. 
On the domestic front, however, the 
Nixon story is miserable, quite apart 
from Watergate. He is the first activist 
conservative we have had for a long 
time. Maybe that has aggravated his 
difficulties. 
Some mishaps have been spectacular. 
He called the Smithsonian conference in 
1971 to try to fix up the international 
exchange system and agreed to devalue 
the dollar 8 per cent two years later. 
People noted Mr. Nixon’s hyperbole 
with wonder. 
The Russian grain deal is another 
example. Russia bought one-quarter of 
our crop, and we eagerly paid them a 
bonus for taking it. It sent US prices 
skyrocketing. There was a lack of 
understanding 
in 
this, 
a 
lack 
of 
imagination, that seemed like a flight 
from reality. 
Mr. Nixon's “ Project Independence” 
has also caused wonder among oil 
experts. This is the formula by which 
the president has calmed the public’s 
apprehensions over the energy crisis. 
Presidential 
leadership 
could 
have 
created a great movement for action in 
the emergency but this seems now to 
have dissipated Free enterprise, Mr. 
Nixon implied will save us and he hopes 
that “ by 1980“ the country will no longer 
be dependent “ to any significant extent” 
on foreign imports. 
Nonsense, say 
experts They just don’t believe him. It 
reminds 
them 
of 
the 
Smithsonian 
declaration. 
Mr Nixon has dealt with more subtle 
matters Take race, for instance. Every 
10th man in American is black and the 
pressure 
against 
second-class 
citizenship creates a steady tension in 
our society. Many whites prefer not to 
think about it and that is true of Mr. 
Nixon, too The great thing, some think, 
is to keep the avenues of improvement 


open Hut the Nixon record here is poor. 
Statistics can't measure emotions, but a 
recent survey by the Poverty Institute of 
the University of Wisconsin says that 
the median black family income (when 
Mr Nixon took office» was 61 per cent of 
the White median, and that it has now 
dropped to 58 per cent It will drop more 
in a recession 
For a while the Supreme Court was 
the agency of social amelioration, but 
Mr Nixon took care of that With the aid 
of his four conservative appointees, the 
court has just ruled, 5-to-4. that while it 
is illegal to segregate schools, nothing 
can be done about all-black schools if 
they occur in the increasingly black big 
cities The cities are noosed by the white 
suburbs 
Presumable the whites will 
keep on moving out Unemployment in 
the ghetto is 40 per cent White and 
black children will not learn to accept 
each other in schools It sounds like 
American 
apartheid 
Nixon 
didn t 
create this situation, of course, but he 
has been doing nothing about it. and 
doesn't seem interested in it. 
On the economic front the Nixon 
record is lamentable, and may get 
worse The president has brought in a 
corporate crew of tough tycoons as 
innocent of politics as Haldeman and 
Ehrlichman. There is budget director 
Roy Ash. once head of Litton Industries; 
Commerce secretary Fred Dent, former 
head 
of 
Mayfair 
Mills 
(textiles», 
Kenneth Rush, economic coordinator, 
former president of Union Carbide; 
Treasury secretary Simon, a partner of 
Solomon Brothers, Wall Street brokers, 
and so on. Now he is bringing in Alan 
Greenspan. Wall Street big business 
consultant, to head his Council of 
Economic Advisers Greenspan seems 
to have an almost metaphysical faith in 
free enterprise; he is quoted as saying 
that, 
theoretically, 
he opposes the 
progressive income tax. 
They can’t do much worse than the old 
advisers but one wonders if these 
practical men of affairs know what it 
means to be on the receiving end of a 
recession9 Witnesses before the Senate 
Select Committed on Nutrition the other 
day testified that a third of the pet foods 
now being sold in ghettoes goes for 
human consumption. Welfare cuts to 
balance 
the 
budget 
under 
such 
circumstances, we think, would be 
dangerous.
